MODERN TEACHING 
BV RADIO AND FILM 
WILL BE TRIED OUT 


Tlie whole world will 
watch and educators will 
carefully check up on the 
results obtained by an ex¬ 
periment to be made In the 
Cleveland schools beginning 
this month—teaching by 
radio and moving picture 
films. 

Lectures will be broadcast 
while the movies are being 
shown—to classes of 250 
and more. English and sci¬ 
ence will be the first sub¬ 
jects taken up. 

The experiment will be 
made in one high school. It 
it is nearly as successful as 
its sponsors believe it will 
be, the plan will be ex¬ 
tended immediately to all of 
the others and boards of ed¬ 
ucation throughout the coun¬ 
try will be quick to adopt 
the system. 

Ultimately it is hoped to 
dispense with the services of 
many teachers as one in¬ 
structor, it is estimated, will 
suffice where ten are now 
engaged. The Cleveland 
board is starting off the ex¬ 
periment with teachers who 
have had special instruction 
along the modern method. 
If it is successful most of 
the leaching staff that is 
retained will specialize In 
reference work and the 
bringing of backward and 
delinquent pupils to normal.

Sierra Madre's school children 
went back to their work this 
week, the grammar school pu¬ 
pils to the old building here on 
Monday and the Junior High and 
Junior College students to Pasa¬ 
dena on Tuesday.

There was no bustle or con¬ 
fusion about the resumption ot 
work at the grammar school due 
to the well laid plans of the prin¬ 
cipal, Miss Elizabeth Steinberger 
who held an all-day session with 
the teaching staff last Friday at 
which the courses of instruction 
were thoroughly gone over and 
the year's work was laid out in 
detail. When Tuesday's school ses¬ 
sions began the work started oft 
as smoothly as though there had 
been no vacation-time interrup¬ 
tion.

A proceeding has been institu¬ 
ted in the Superior Court to pre¬ 
vent the printing of the name of 
Walter S. McEachern on the No¬ 
vember ballot as a candidate for 
Justice of the Peace of Pasadena 
Township. 

The bill of particulars filed in 
the suit alleges that Judges J. 
Russell Morton and Elliott Gibbs 
actually received a majority of all 
the votes cast for the various 
candidates for justice of the peace 
at the August primary electiofi 
and that they were elected under 
the constituional amendment adop- 
ed in 1926 providing that when a 
candidate for a judicial office 
shall receive a majority of all the 
votes cast for the office he seeks, 
he shall be declared electd, and 
not again submit his nam to the 
voters at a general election. 

As the vote was tabulated by 
the election boards of Pasadena 
township Judge Morton was not 
credited with a majority vote and 
Walter S. McEachern was third 
among the candidates voted for. 
Therefore the registrar of elec¬ 
tions prepared to have the names 
of the candidates placed on the 
ballot for the run-off. 

The petition in the suit of 
Judge Morton alleges that ap¬ 
proximately 25,000 voters went to 
the polls in Pasadena township, 
but a large number failed to 
vote for the office of Justice of 
the Peace. The actual vote for 
the three candidates for nomina¬ 
tion appears to indicate that less 
than 17,000 voters marked their 
ballots for that office, it is re¬ 
cited, and that Judges Morton 
and Gibbs each reveiced votes on 
many more than a majority of 
such ballots. 

The election boards received no 
instructions to count and record 
the exact number of voters who 
marked their ballots for Justice 
of the Peace, it is charged, which 
procedure is said to be necessary 
under the constitutional amend¬ 
ment in order to obtain a com¬ 
plete count and to determine 
whether any candidaes for nomi¬ 
nation were elected. 

The election boards, it is 
claimed in the contest, did not 
proceed in acocrdance with the

Mayor Rolph will have much 
to say in the selection of the 
speaker, as assemblymen are in¬ 
clined as a rule to listen to the 
governor’s office in such matters.

For acquisition of a piece of 
property necessary to the new 
school building and to get the 
work underway, the school board 
early in March sold $100,000 
worth of the $210,000 issue to 
Harris Trust & Savings company 
of Chicago, tor which it received, 
a premium of $3,525, 

This was considered an excep¬ 
tionally good premium at the 
time, especially in view of the 
prevailing business conditions.

A N orange and peach mar¬ 
malade made after a fa¬ 
vorite recipe of Mrs. E. H. Fen¬ 
nel is a great favorite with 
many Sierra Madreans who 
have tried it at this time of 
year. Here is the method: 

3 oranges, 9 peaches, 2 ta- 
blespoonsful lemon juice, sugar. 

Grate yellow rind of oranges, 
none of the white. Slice 
oranges very thin, add lemon 
juice and three times as much 
water as orange slices. Allow 
to stand over night; measure 
and take for each cup of fruit 
94 -cup of sugar and add stones 
of peaches, a few of them 
cracked. Cook all together 
until clear, and thick enough 
to form sheet on spoon. Re¬ 
move peach stones and pour 
into glasses. 

This is Mrs. Robert Corlett’s 
favorite recipe for spiced 
peaches: 

5 pounds sliced peaches, 4 
pounds sugar, 1 large table¬ 
spoonful whole cloves, I pint 
vinegar, y 2 -tablespoonful salt. 

Boil 45 to 50 minutes. Put in 
jelly glasses or Jars.

per cent since 1915, deaths from 
tuberculosis have increased only 
5 per cent, she pointed out. “T.B.” 
deaths in California last year to¬ 
taled 5,855, as against 5,551 in 
1915. During the same period, the 
state’s population mounted from 
2,940,483 to 5,672,009. 

Los Angeles county contributed 
largely to the state’s record, 
Mrs. Thompnon added. Last year 
a total of 2,230 persons died of 
tuberculosis in the county, as 
compared to 1,593 in 1915. This 
was in spite of a marked increase 
in the county’s population during 
the 14-ycar period. 

The best previous record over 
a large area was the 50 per cent 
cut in the death rate for the 
United States as a whole over a 
period of 25 years, announced re¬ 
cently by the National Tubercu¬ 
losis Association. 

California, in 14 years, has 
nearly equaled this record, and by 
the end of the comparable 25- 
year period—if the present rate 
of reduction is maintained—will 
far surpass the national record. 

Credit for the spectacular re¬ 
duction was given largely to 
county officials of California by 
Mrs. Thompson.

Sacramento, Calif., Sept. 19— 
Tuberculosis, once the dreaded 
“White Plague” of California, is 
rapidly passing out of existence. 
By 1940 the disease will be vir¬ 
tually unknown. 

Such is the prediction of Mrs. 
Edythe L. M. Tate-Thompson, 
chief of the state bureau of tu¬ 
berculosis, who says that Cali¬ 
fornia has made one of the most 
spectacular reductions in its tu¬ 
berculosis death rate of any state 
in the union.

What To Plant — What To Do 



By JESSIE WARD RUSSELL 
Landscape Gardener 

COLORFUL WINTER FOLIAGE j 

HERE are a few orna¬ 
mental shrubs that 
should be In every gar¬ 
den for the colorful 
foliage they produce 
during the winter 
months. They are quite 
as desirable as shrubs 
that bloom and especially so as 
there is so little color, in the gar- 
j den during the cold weather. 

An outstanding shrub in this 
class is the Nandina Domestica. 
The cold weather turns the fol¬ 
iage red and coppery. It is an 
upright, semi-dwarf growing 
shrub that is handsome planted 
In front of a mass of green! 
foliage. The leaves remain red all! 
winter. During the summer, 
months the foliage is green with 
reddish new growth. The blos¬ 
soms are white followed by small 
red berries in the fall. 

A similar shrub but more dwarf 
growing is the Mahonia Aqui-

Heavy Avocado Harvest 
Ahead—Soil Yield Gen- ( 
erally Satisfactory 

Southern California farm crops 
returns for 1930 will equal or ex¬ 
ceed last year’s total of $268,-; 
651,000, according to Southern 
California Crops, the monthly j 
market and field report of the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

Continued high prices on citrus 
fruits, the principal crop in 
the Southern California area, are 
held to be largely responsible in 
keeping up the record. A favor¬ 
able citrus fruit market for the 
remainder of the year is predic¬ 
ted. 

Orchard reports indicate that 
the coming crop of oranges will 
be one of the largest in the his¬ 
tory of the industry. 

August reports indicate that the 
coming crop of oranges will be 
one of the largest in the history 
of the industry. 

August avocado harvest was 
the lightest of the year, the re¬ 
port decrales. An increasing 
volume is predicted for following 
months. The new season, which 
opens about October 15, is ex¬ 
pected to produce a large harvest, 
according to estimates of growers 
of the tropical fruit. 

With the exception of grapes, 
the deciduous fruit season has 
about passed its peak. Dry yards 
are about through with their 
season’s work, while the canning 
of peaches continues. Markets of 
dried fruit are declared to be a 
disappointment in their season's 
total, but canners report satis¬ 
factory activity. 

Aside from apricots, deciduous 
fruit crops will exceed the yield 
of last year, according to grow¬ 
ers' reports. With a promise of 
a 12,500-ton yield, the almond 
harvest is under way in northern 
counties. 

The walnut harvest will be late, 
the nuts varying in size and the 
yield for 1930 less than 70 per 
cent of last year's total, the re¬ 
port estimates. __ 


folium or "Oregon Grape.’ 'Cold 
weather turns the holly-like fol¬ 
iage of this beautiful shrub from 
green to red and it will remain 
that way all winter. In the spring 
the shrub is covered with clus¬ 
ters of yellow blossoms which 
later form purple berries. 

Abelia Grandiflora, a useful 
shrub in landscape work because 
of its clean, glossy green foliage 
and graceful arching branches, 
will turn bronzy-red during cold 
weather. In the summer it is 
covered with light pink tubular 
shaped flowers. 

Pleroma Splendens has both at¬ 
tractive foliage and blossoms dur¬ 
ing the winter. The foliage Is 
thick and very velvety and many 
of the older leaves will turn 
orange and red while the younger 
growth will remain green. The 
large flower buds are red but the 
blossoms are a brilliant royal 
purple and very showy. 

ATTRACTIVE STREET TREE 
PLANTING 

During a recent trip to the 
southern part of the State, I was 
Impressed with the street tree 
planting that is being done at 
Chula Vista. The main street of 
the town has parking strips be¬ 
tween the sidewalk and the street 
planted to Cocos Plumas Palms 
interplanted with Hibiscus In a 
variety of colors. This street is 
quite wide, and as there are no 
street-car lines, they have made 
a parking strip down through the 
center of the street as well, on 
which they have planted a double 
row of Cocos Plumas Palms and 
covered the ground between the 
palms with flowering shrubs such 
as Plumbago, Hibiscus, Abelia, 
Cotoneaster, and Pyracantha. 
There are also clumps of red 
flowering aloes and beds of 
bright zinnias.
